There are 
several deposits of anthracite or near- 
anthracite in this province, notably in 
the Highwood and Sheep Creek dis¬ 
tricts and in the Peace River country, 
but these have not yet been developed.

THE OBJECTS 

The Why of The Women’s Institute 
in Alberta 

Though there may be many branches 
of the Women’s Institute here and 
elsewhere, and there are, the objects 
of the organization are not definitely 
understood by some, a fact that has 
boon demonstrated by a recent cir¬ 
cumstance, and this has prompted our 
publication of the stated objects of 
the organization as defined in The 
Women’s Institute Act, under which 
the institute is constituted and incor¬ 
porated. 

The objects of the Women’s Insti¬ 
tute shall be the improvement of 
social conditions in rural and other 
communities by means of: (1) The 
study of home economics (including 
home nursing, household science, sani¬ 
tation, food values, sickroom cookery, 
house furnishing, sewing, and other 
matters), child welfare, prevention of 
disease, local neighborhood needs, in¬ 
dustrial and social conditions; (2) Es¬ 
tablishing the Women’s Institute as a 
social and educational centre in the I 
community and by utilizing it as a ' 
moans of welcoming new settlers; 
(3) The encouragement of agricul¬ 
ture and improvement of agricultural 
conditions; (4) The holding, estab¬ 
lishment and maintenance of demon¬ 
strations, lectures, short course 
schools, travelling and other libraries, 
exhibitions, competitions, meetings, 
conventions and such other utilities 
and attractions as may from time to 
time be deemed useful for the promo¬ 
tion of the foregoing objects or any 
of them.

"'^The' regular meeting of the Vulcan 
Council, held on April 6th, was one of 
importance, and was attended by all 
the members, Mayor Butchart and 
Messrs.*Elves, Dewie, Stack, Spooner, 
Leverington and Wolfe. 

Minutes of previous meeting were 
read and adopted, and a number of ac¬ 
counts were passed and ordered paid. 

Henry Hussfeldt was granted per¬ 
mission to. remove two posts from the 
street in front of his business pre¬ 
mises. 

T he sum of $25 was granted to the 
Public Library for expenses, but a 
grant for the purchase of books was 
refused. 

The petition of residents for the 
building of sidewalks on Neptune 
Street was refused. 

The by-law governing the sale of 
milk in Vulcan was so amended as to 
cover the sale of cream. In this con¬ 
nection the town police was instructed 
to notify the vendors of cream that 
licenses for the sale of same for 1922 
and 1923 were past due and demand 
payjjient at once, otherwise action 
would be taken for collection. 

The by-law, fixing the business tax 
on the same basis as last year, receiv¬ 
ed the unanimous assent of the coun¬ 
cil and was finally passed. 

Council passed the estimates for the 
year at $13,000 for schools and $9,000 
for town purposes. 

Council discussed at length general 
conditions in town, giving special at¬ 
tention to matters for police attention, 
prompted by complaints received, and 
these included the frequenting of pool 
rooms by boys under age, and the 
annoyance created by boys and others 
in the restaurants, and gambling and 
card games in public places. The 
council authorized immediate and 
stern attention of the police in these 
matters and others, promising their 
official support to the’ more strict en¬ 
forcement of all laws.

BEAUTIFUL GARDENS 


Financial Post: The remarkable 
thing abaut the farmer governments 
in the Western provinces is that they 
are not pandering to the farmers to 
the extent that the old line parties 
previously pandered to the same 
faj-mers. Altogether the tendency 
under the agricultural negime has been 
, in the direction of sound and stable 
legislation in the face of demands for 
all sorts of experiments. 

The reason for this condition of 
legislative affairs is evident when the 
situation is analyzed. Under the 
two-party system the old-line politi-1 
cians bid against each other for the 
farmer vote. The price was usually 
high, and the province as a whole paid 
the shot. Now that the farmers are 
in power it is different Block leaders, 
who made unreasonable demands upon 
the former dominant parties, now find 
that they are in positions of public 
responsibility and realize that it is not 
in the public interest to do the things 
which they demanded of other govern¬ 
ments. Whether or not the 'Farmer 
political party will cpntinue as a per¬ 
manent factor in public affairs, or 
whether there will be a realignment 
and a return to some kind of two- 
party system, is problematical, but 
there can be no doubt about the educa¬ 
tional advantage to the farmers and 
their leaders of their actual exper- j 
ience in running public affairs. 


In an address delivered before the 
Horticultural Society at Edmonton, 
Professor Harcourt ,of the University 
of Alberta, a man of practical know¬ 
ledge of horticulture in the West, 
made the statement, “It is not the cold 
sor the climate but the people them¬ 
selves who are to blame for not hav¬ 
ing just as beautiful gardens here as 
elsewhere.” The Professor was speak¬ 
ing particularly of Edmonton, but 
his words carry a meaning throughout 
the Province in the matter of the rais¬ 
ing of beautiful gardens. 

Beautiful gardens are the .outcome 
of individual pride, and climate is not 
regarded as a handicap by the man 
who is enthused in gardening. Any¬ 
thing of the climate is an excuse and 
not a reason for the non-cultivation of 
gardens, and where the proper incen¬ 
tive, coupled with pride in the beauti¬ 
ful, exists, gardens can be made to 
bloom however climatic conditions are 
regarded to be against them. Proof of 
this is sufficient in .this town with the 
gardens under cultivation by amateur 
gardeners interested amd enthused in 
their work: Even roses are made to 
bloom where natural conditions are 
not exactly regarded to favor the cul¬ 
ture. , „

PICARIELLO CASE 


RESOLUTIONS 


The appeal in the case of Emilio 
Picariello and Florence Lasandro, con¬ 
demned to death for the murder of 
Constable S. O. Lawson, at Coleman, 
last September, was dismissed at/Ot¬ 
tawa on April 11, by the Supreme 
Court of Canada without a dissenting 
voice. The appeal was brought 
against the decision of the Alberta 
Appelate Court, from which Mr. 
Justice Beck of that court dissented. 
Picariello and Mrs. Lasandro were 
condemned to hang on February 21 
last, but were reprieved pending the 
decision of the appeal. The next move 
it is said, will be an application to the 
minister of justice, for commutation 
of sentence. Some weeks ago, fol¬ 
lowing the decision of the Alberta 
court of appeal, an application for 
commutation was before Sir Lomer 
and the case reviewed in detail but 
appeal to the supreme court stayed 
further proceedings in this regard. 
Particular interest attaches to the 
case in view of the fact that on® of 
the two condemned is a woman. What 
will be done remains for determination 
by the cabinet. For the last 20 years, 
however, it has been customary to 
commute the capital sentence when 
imposed on a woman. 


Important resolution^ were intro¬ 
duced 1 at various times during the 
recent session held at Calgary, bear¬ 
ing directly on the subjects in hand 
and much discussion followed before 
passing. It was brought out that al¬ 
though the reduced rates on horses 
had been some measure of relief that 
the time limit did not afford sufficient 
opportunity to get the horses in con¬ 
dition to ship. Also that the reduc¬ 
tion allowed was not sufficient to as¬ 
sure a shipping profit and that the 
matter should be brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the transportaf ion companies 
showing them that the horses which 
could be sent east could be replaced 
with cattle, which would be much 
more profitable for everybody concern-

Courts are not empowered to dic¬ 
tate to medical men the diagnosis re¬ 
quired to be made of the ills of their 
patients before issuing liquor pres¬ 
criptions, according to the statement 
of Magistrate Sanders in police court 
Monday, in dismissing a charge 
against a local doctor, who was 
brought before the court charged with 
an infraction of the Liquor Act, says 
the Calgary Herald. Officers of the 
provincial license department paid an 
unexpected visit to the medical man’s 
office over the week-end and requested 
prescriptions. 

Two of them were successful in sec¬ 
uring the necessary slip, but in both 
form 


was realized tnat the commission men, 
stock yards companies and others 
were entitled to a reasonable charge 


for their services, it was resolved that 
a committee of three should interview 
H. S. Arkell, live stock commissioner, 
with a view of calling a conference of 
those 'interested 


examine the 
charges and see if some reduction 
cannot be made. 

When the time is ripe the directors 
were authorized to see the live stock 
commission men with a view to adopt¬ 
ing an adequate safeguarding system 
against loss in the event of failures 
on the part of commission men, when 
such a system shall have been devised. 

Owing to the severe losses which 
had been.sustained by individuals and 
corporations engaged in the finishing 
for market and raising of live stock, 
who, due to climatic and market con¬ 
ditions had suffered severe losses and 
were having A hard time to keep finan¬ 
cial interests supporting them until 
more encouraging marketing condi¬ 
tions arrive, it was resolved that an 
immediate change should be made in 
the present income tax law, so that

Red Deer has an inventor now. J.

E. N. Hopkins, the Progressive can¬ 
didate in the Moose Jaw bye-election, 
was elected by a large majority over 
the Liberal opponent, Hon. W. E.

It is estimated at Montreal that 
there wiU be no less than, forty 
freight boats available for the big 
rush of Canadian cattle moving to 
England. A conservative estimate' 
places the number of Canadian cattle 
to overseas at 100,000 head, and many 
of the local steamship companies are 
converting their freighters into cattle¬ 
carrying boats, in drder to cope with 
this trade. 

One hundred and forty thousand 
Canadian boys have been organized by 
the Canadian Forestry Association 
into a Young Canadians Forest 
League and will be on the alert this 
year to prevent forest fires in all 
parts of the Dominion.

Magistrate Sanders said that if the 
provincial authorities intend to pro¬ 
secute the doctors for giving out 
prescriptions, it will be necessary for 
the department to issue some notice 
to the Medical Association to advise 
practitioners accordingly.
